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Chinese  student  clubs  say 
tournament  is  prestigious

It  was  close,  but  in  the  end 
the  Southeastern 

Massachusetts  University 
Knights  edged  out  the 
Polytech  of  New  York 
Rockits  by  five  points  to  win 
the  1986  Intercollegiate 
Chinese  Student  Social  Com¬ 
mittee  Invitational  Basketball 
Tournament. 

The  SMU  victory  hinged 
on  a  few  quick  scores  early  in 
the  game  that  allowed  the 
Knights  to  maintain  a  slim 
lead.  The  final  score  was  34 
-29. 

The  tournament  was  held  at 
Boston  University’s  Case 
Center  over  the  weekend  of 
March  29  to  30.  Twenty 
teams  were  invited  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  the  tournament 
with  only  the  Stonybrook 
University  team  failing  to 
show. 

As  the  competition  pro¬ 
gressed,  games  became  more 
aggressive.  Stanley  Chang, 
the  center  for  the  Polytech 
team  said  “When  it  comes 
down  to  the  last  eight  teams  it 
gets  a  little  more  physical.” 
Chang’s  teammate,  Jily 
Chong  agreed,  saying  “The 
players  on  the  top  eight  teams 


are  a  little  more  talented. 
They’ve  been  playing 
together  longer.” 

One  of  the  fiercest  games 
was  an  intra-school  rivalry 
between  the  Northeastern 
University  Wing  Wor  and  the 
Northeastern  University 
Knights.  The  two  teams  met 
in  the  quarterfinals  on  Sunday 
afternoon.  The  scores  were 
tight  and  the  lead  changed 
hands  several  times.  In  the 
end,  Wing  Wor  won  by  only 
two  points,  40  -  38.  The 
N.U.  Wing  Wor  finished 
third  in  the  final  results. 

Glenn  Eng,  the  captain  of 
the  Stevens  Institute  of 
Technology  team  said  the 
teams  take  the  games  very 
seriously.  “These  players  are 
out  there  to  win.  It’s  very 
serious.  This  particular  tour¬ 
nament  is  one  of  the  more 
prestigous  ones  because  of  its 
size  and  because  it’s  been 
around  for  awhile,”  said 
Eng.  This  year  marked  the 
eleventh  year  of  the  tourna¬ 
ment. 

Samuel  Wu,  the  secretary 
of  the  ICSSC  and  a  student  at 
Harvard  University,  said, 
“The  tournament  received  a

CACA  assists  immigrants 
at  government  center  office 


The  Chinese  American  Civic 
Association  (CACA)  has  been 
contracted  by  the  Immigration 
and  Naturalization  Office  to  pro¬ 
vide  fingerprinting  services  to 
immigrants  and  aliens  at  the  Im¬ 
migration  Office  in  Government 
Center. 

Under  the  contract  which 
started  February  5,  the  CACA  is 
hired  by  the  Immigration  Ser¬ 
vice  (INS)  to  fingerprint  im¬ 
migrants  and  distribute  applica¬ 
tion  forms  at  the  Immigration 
Office  in  the  JFK  Building. 


Aliens  are  required  by  the 
INS,  a  branch  of  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Justice,  to  pro¬ 
vide  fingerprints  if  they  wish  to 
change  their  alien  status.  Some 
may  apply  seeking  citizenship 
status,  while  others,  such  as 
students,  simply  apply  to  extend 
their  visas. 

“The  CACA  has  been  con¬ 
tracted  because  we  have  a  good 
reputation  with  the  INS  and 
because  this  might  help  them  cut 
down  on  their  overhead,”  said 
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Jury  indicts  bank  manager 

Former  manager  of  Provident  Institution's  Chinatown  branch  charged 
with  23  violations  of  federal  law

Larry  Wenhsien  Hsieh,  the 
former  manager  of  the  Provident 
Institution  for  Savings  branch  in 
Chinatown,  will  go  to  trial  on 
June  2  at  the  U.S.  Federal 
District  Court  to  hear  charges  of 
failing  to  file  currency  reports. 

The  crimminal  clerk  of  the 
District  Court  said  Hsieh,  39,  of 
Lexington,  will  appear  before 
Judge  Rya  W.  Zobel  in  the  Post 
Office  and  Courthouse  Building 
in  Boston. 

If  found  guilty  on  the  22 
charges  of  failing  to  file  curren¬ 
cy  transactions  of  the  bank  to  the 
Internal  Revenue  Service,  Hsieh 
could  face  a  maximum  115  years 
imprisonment  and  $11  million  in 
fines. 

Last  month  Hsieh  was  in¬ 
dicted  by  a  federal  grand  jury  on 
charges  of  failing  to  file  curren¬ 
cy  reports  of  transactions  totall¬ 
ing  over  $397,000  while  he 
served  as  the  Provident’s  branch 
manager  on  Kneeland  Street. 

The  indictment  handed  down 
on  March  27  says  that  Hsieh 
“knowingly  and  willfully 
falsified,  concealed,  and 
covered  up,  by  trick,  scheme  or 
device,  material  facts  from  the 
IRS.” 

Hsieh  refused  to  answer  ques¬ 
tions  about  the  trial.  His  lawyer 
Thomas  Peisch  was  unavailable 
for  comment. 

Meanwhile,  Tom  Veamey, 
current  Provident  Institution 
branch  manager  in  Chinatown, 
would  say  nothing  about  the 
case.  Provident  spokesperson 
Carolyn  E.  Chaharyn  provided  a 


written  statement  which  said  the 
bank  shares  the  responsibility  of 
the  charges. 

“We  must  admit  to  errors  in 
judgment  and  in  the  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  the  law  and  its  reporting 
requirements.  ...  In  our  case, 
several  people  made  errors  in 
judgment  resulting  from  the  con¬ 
fusion  regarding  changes  in  the 
law  and  the  industry-wide  inter¬ 
pretations  of  that  law,”  the 
statement  said. 

The  statement  also  exonerated 
its  staff  from  the  crimes,  saying, 
“The  bank  accepts  the  ultimate 


responsibility  for  not  having 
made  crystal  clear  to  its 
employees  the  precise  procedure 
and  reporting  requirements  of 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service.” 

The  grand  jury  indictment  said 
Hsieh  did  not  report  22  currency 
transactions  of  $10,000  or  more 
from  Sept.  1982  to  May  1984, 
which  is  required  by  Title  31  of 
the  U.S.  Code. 


In  addition  the  jury  indicted 
Hsieh  on  one  charge  of 
making  false  statements,  after  he 
reportedly  made  a  fictitious  call 
to  a  supervisor  to  learn  about  fil¬ 
ing  requirements  of  the  transac¬ 
tion  reports. 

He  “falsely  represented” 
employees  and  “directed 
employees...  not  to  file”  curren¬ 
cy  reports,  violating  Title  18  of 
the  U.S.  Code,  the  indictment 
said. 

Patrick  Walsh,  special  assis¬ 
tant  U.S.  attorney,  told  The  Lex¬ 
ington  Minute-Man  last  month 


that  Hsieh  did  not  report  curren¬ 
cy  transactions  to  increase 
business  with  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity  members  who  wanted  to 
avoid  reporting  transactions  to 
the  government. 

Each  of  the  22  transactions  not 
reported  involve  money 
belonging  to  persons  with 
Chinese  and  Southeast  Asian

Neighborhoods  mull  over  effects  of  alternatives 


MBTA  tells  options 
at  public  meeting

Over  100  residents  and  com¬ 
munity  leaders  from  Chinatown, 
Dorchester,  Mattapan,  Rox- 
bury,  and  the  South  End  met  to 
discuss  the  MBTA’s  plans  to 
replace  part  of  the  city’s  ailing 
elevated  Orange  Line  on  April 
2. 

Peter  C.  Calcaterra,  replace¬ 
ment  line  project  manager, 
described  each  possible  alter¬ 
native  of  the  elevated  Orange 
Line  during  the 

Replacement/Transit  Improve¬ 
ment  Study  meeting. 

He  said  the  MBTA  is  looking 
at  three  types  of  vehicles  to 
replace  line  between  downtown 
and  Dudley  Station  after  the 
Washington  Street  elevated 
route  is  removed  sometime  in 
the  spring  of  1987.  The  alter¬ 
native  vehicles  are:  buses,  light

When  the  MBTA  opens  its 
new  Orange  Line  sometime  next 
year,  it  will  be  tearing  down  the 
elevated  Orange  Line,  raising 
questions  how  this  drastic 
change  in  the  city’s  public 
transportation  will  affect  certain 
neighborhoods  in  Boston,  in¬ 
cluding  Chinatown. 

Such  issues  were  discussed  at 


the  MBTA’s  Replacement/Tran¬ 
sit  Improvement  Study  meeting 
April  2,  where  residents  from 
neighborhoods  served  by  the 
Orange  Line  came  together  to 
figure  out  how  MBTA  can 
relocate  the  Orange  Line  to  the 
new  Southwest  Corridor  without 
reducing  adequate  transportation 
service  along  the  elevated  line.

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Major  issues  are 
summarized  at 
council  meeting 

The  Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council  held  a  informational 
meeting  on  April  14  to  introduce 
to  the  community  some  of  the 
more  vital  issues  currently  being 
handled  by  the  assembly. 

A  group  of  about  30  people, 
many  of  them  Council  members, 
appeared  at  the  Quincy  School 
Auditorium  to  hear  and  talk 
about  the  present  concerns  of  the 
Council. 

“The  Council’s  main  function 
is  to  give  information  to  the 
community  and  hear  what  the 
people  have  to  say,”  said 
Suzanne  Lee  of  the  Council. 

Council  members  spoke  about 
the  city’s  “Parcel  to  Parcel 
Linkage”  plan,  which  will  tie 
development  on  prime  property 
with  concurrent  development  on 
city-owned  property  in 
neighborhoods. 

Some  Council  officials  said 
the  first  linkage  project, 
Kingston-Bedford  and  Parcel 
18,  would  channel  money  into 
Chinatown  for  housing,  yet 
stifle  the  neighborhood  even 
more  by  an  additional  high-rise 
development. 

Council  representatives  also 
spoke  about  the  New  England 
Medical  Center’s  plan  to  build  a 
huge  parking  facility  somewhere 
in  Chinatown.  During  the  infor¬ 
mal  discussion,  Chinatown 
residents  and  Council  members 
talked  about  the  impact  of  a 
garage  and  voiced  disenchant¬ 
ment  over  the  project. 

The  new  replacement  system 
to  replace  the  MBTA’s  elevated 
Orange  Line  was  also  mentioned 
as  an  important  concern  of  the 
Council.  (See  related  story  on

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lots  of  compliments.  Most  of  the 
teams  were  pretty  impressed  by 
the  way  it  ran.” 

He  also  said  the  tournament 
promoted  cooperation  between 
collegiate  Asian  groups.  “I 
think  it  has  helped  relationships 
and  contacts  between  Asian  and 
Chinese  clubs  at  other  schools,” 
said  Wu. 


The  ICSSC  also  sponsors  an 
intercollegiate  volleyball  tourna¬ 
ment  that  attracts  teams  from 
many  Asian  clubs.  Leung  says 
that  the  purpose  of  the  ICSSC 
“is  to  unify  the  intercollegiate 
Asian  community  within  the 
Greater  Boston  area.”  She  says 
the  clubs  serve  “as  a  network 
among  the  area  colleges.” 

The  group  was  formed  in  1971 
and  is  currently  involved  with 
nine  area  schools. 


Legal  unit  offers  advice  to  elderly 


The  Greater  Boston  Legal  Ser¬ 
vices,  which  provides  free  legal 
assistance  to  low-income 
citizens,  recently  appointed  a 
Chinese-speaking  paralegal  con¬ 
sultant  for  its  Elderly  Unit. 

It  is  the  first  time  the  organiza¬ 
tion,  which  employs  Chinese¬ 
speaking  attorneys  and  con¬ 
sultants,  has  placed  an  Asian 
multi-lingual  representative  in 
its  Elderly  Unit. 

The  Elderly  Unit  of  the 
Boston  Legal  Services  works 
with  citizens  aged  60  years  or 
older,  providing  special  advice 
about  retirement,  guardianship. 
Medicare  and  Medicaid,  as  well 
as  advice  about  general  matters 
such  as  immigration,  housing, 
consumer  issues,  government 
benefits,  and  more. 

The  paralegal  consultant, 
Nancy  Chan,  is  fluent  in  Can¬ 
tonese  and  also  speaks  limited 
Mandarin  and  Toishanese.  She 


started  with  the  Greater  Boston 
Legal  Services  in  1979,  serving 
in  other  units  before  moving  to 
the  Elderly  Unit. 

Chan  said  that  the  Elderly 
Unit  is  working  to  set  up  a 
branch  office  in  the  South  Cove 
Community  Health  Center  to  be 
in  closer  touch  with  elderly 
residents  of  Chinatown.  Her  of¬ 
fice  is  currently  at  102  Norway 
Street  near  Symphony  Hall. 

At  present  when  an  elderly 
person  is  unable  to  drop  by  her 
office,  Chan  will  pay  a 
housecall.  Chan  said  that  she 
settles  mostly  immigration  pro¬ 
blems  with  her  Asian  clients. 

A  specialist  in  government 
benefits,  Chan  said  she  also  pro¬ 
vides  advice  to  clients  seeking 
government  assistance.  She 
largely  deals  with  requests  for 
Medicare  by  her  elderly  clients, 
Who  may  be  denied  total  health 
coverage.

Wing  Mak,  a  CACA  immigra¬ 
tion  counselor  and  coordinator 
for  the  CACA  activities  at  the 
Immigration  Office. 

The  CACA  was  also  hired  for 
its  services  because  of  its  non¬ 
profit  status,  Mak  said. 

In  Mak’s  view,  the  INS  would 
be  spending  more  money  if  it 
operated  the  service  itself  or 
hired  an  outside,  profit-making 
firm. 

The  CACA  has  a  good  rapport 
with  the  INS  since  the  CACA 
has  helped  many  immigrants  in 
the  past  with  counseling  and 
translation,  Mak  said.  The 
CACA  is  also  an  accredited 
representative  for  immigrants, 
who  wish  to  appear  before  the 
INS’s  Board  of  Appeal  to  over¬ 
turn  a  rejected  application.

The  National  Association  of 
Young  Asian  Professionals, 
New  England  Chapter,  was  for¬ 
mally  launched  at  a  cocktail 
reception  April  5  with  a  $500 
contribution  to  the  Harry  Dow 
Memorial  Fund.

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Communities  wary  of 
MBTA  impact

Service  is  expected  to  be 
transferred  to  the  new  line, 
parallel  to  part  of  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike, 
sometime  in  late  1987.  The  new 
line  is  further  north  and  west  of 
the  present  elevated  Orange 
Line,  sometimes  called  the 
“El.” 

The  question  remains  how  the 
MBTA  will  supplant  the 
elevated  Orange  Line,  a  major 
form  of  public  transit  for  the 
South  End  and  Roxbury. 

Community  residents  at  the 
outcome  of  the  meeting  express¬ 
ed  hope  for  agreeing  on  an  op¬ 
tion  that  will  satisfy  all 
neighborhoods  and  minimize  en¬ 
vironmental  effects. 

“We  are  looking  for  a  mode 
of  transportation  comparable  to 
the  elevated  Orange  Line.  We 
want  a  permanent  system,”  said 
Gloria  Fox,  state  representative 
from  Roxbury  and  North  Dor¬ 
chester. 

“We  don’t  want  something 
that  can  be  changed  at  will  later 
on,”  Fox  said,  referring  to  the 
proposed  bus  alternative,  which 
is  seen  by  some  residents  of  the 
South  End  and  Roxbury  as 
unreliable  and  inefficient. 

“We  want  everyone  to  know 
the  effects  of  a  new  system 
before  they  make  a  decision,” 
said  Carol  Lee,  member  of  the 
Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council.  “We  want  to  tell  the 
other  communities  and  the 
MBTA  how  the  different 
systems  will  affect  our  area.” 

Residents  from  Chinatown, 
Roxbury,  the  South  End,  Dor¬ 
chester,  and  Mattapan  asked  the 
MBTA  questions  at  the  open 
dialogue  about  each 
proposal. 

“The  meeting  gave 
us  a  chance  to  hear  the 
concerns  and  needs  of 
the  community,”  said 
MBTA  Spokesman 
Peter  Diamond.  “The 
meeting  offered 
everyone  a  chance  to 
discuss  their  views 
and  exchange  ideas.” 

It  is  the  LRV  option 
which  is  controversial 
to  some  Chinatown 
residents.  “The 
LRVs  aren’t  good  for 
such  a  dense  area  as 
Chinatown.  The 
trains  would  be  right 
under  people’s  win¬ 
dows,”  Carol  Lee 
said. 

Instead,  Lee  said, 
an  underground  LRV 
route  seems  to  be  the 
best  one  for 
Chinatown. 

During  this  early 
stage  of  negotiation 
with  the  MBTA,  com¬ 
munity  residents  are 
apparently  avoiding 
controversy  and  in¬ 
terested  in  fact¬ 
finding  and  achieving 
unanimity. 

“We’re  all  under 
siege  in  our  com¬ 
munities  now,”  Fox 
said.  “No  community 
wants  to  $ee  a  serious 
impact.  This  is 
something  to  work  on 
together.” 

From  Chinatown 
Lee  reiterated.  “We 
should  all  work  on 
this  together,”  she 
said.

Transit  substitutes

rail  vehicles,  and  trackless 
trolleys. 

The  MBTA  said  two  bus 
routes  are  proposed:  one  zigzag¬ 
ging  between  Washington  and 
Tremont  Streets,  heading 
southward  to  Dudley  Station; 
and  one  coiling  around 
Chinatown  altogether  along  the 
Boston  Common  or  South  Sta¬ 
tion  heading  to  Dudley  Station. 

The  MBTA  said  it  is  consider¬ 
ing  using  light  rail  vehicles, 
which  are  used  on  the  Green 
Line,  or  trackless  trolleys,  elec¬ 
tric  powered  buses  used  in  North 
Cambridge,  to  cut  through 
Chinatown  around  Tremont 
Street,  go  over  the  Mass  Pike, 
and  bend  westward  toward  Rox- 
bury. 

The  light  rail  vehicle  system 
appeared  to  gain  the  most  sup¬ 
port  for  its  accessibility  and  fuel 
efficiency,  yet  some  Chinatown 
residents  expressed  concern 
over  such  an  alternative. 

Some  said  that  a  proposed  sur¬ 
face  light  rail  route  dong  Tre¬ 
mont  Street  or  Washington 
Street,  will  divide  Chinatown 
and  create  unnecessary  danger 
to  local  residents  and  students. 

During  the  meeting  with  the 
MBTA,  residents  from 
Chinatown  said  they  prefer  a 
tunnel  option  which  would  run 
underground  Chinatown  and 
surface  at  Marginal  Street  before 
heading  southward  over  the 
Mass  Pike  via  bridge. 

Another  concern  of 
Chinatown  and  Roxbury  is  the 
displacement  of  residential  and 
commercial  areas  if  the  light  rail 
system  is  in  fact  adopted.  In 
Roxbury,  for  example,  the 
MBTA  already  has  five  to  six 
acquisition  options  in  Dudley 
Square  to  carry  out  such  a  pro¬ 
ject. 

Several  Chinatown  represen¬

names.  Some  of  them  had  more 
than  one  transaction  which  went 
unreported. 

The  Provident  Institution  for 
Savings  was  indicted  on 
February  28  and  pleaded  guilty 
to  49  charges  of  failing  to  report 
currency  transactions. 

The  Provident  was  fined 
$100,000  by  Judge  Walter  Skin¬ 
ner  in  the  U.S.  Federal  District 
Court  on  the  same  day.  Among 
the  49  charges,  22  were  held 
against  Hsieh  and  27  against  the 
bank’s  Hanover  Street  Bank, 
where  it  made  reportedly  failed 
to  file  transactions  related  to 
mobster  Genaro  J.  Angiulo. 

The  indictments  against  the 
Provident  Institution  for  Savings 
come  in  the  wake  of  indict¬ 
ments  and  charges  against  other 
banks  in  Massachusetts  last 
year. 

The  Bank  of  Boston  was  the 
first  to  be  hit  by  an  investigation 
of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service 
and  the  Boston  Financial  In¬ 
vestigative  Task  Force.  The 
Bank  of  New  England  was  the 
first  bank  which  faced  charges 
against  the  financial  company 
and  individual  employees.
